A DISCOFRSE OX RETRIBUTION. 

Wc will publish in tbe 8np J3y edition of 
the Democrat a discourse by Theodore Clapp, 
an eloquent divine, wbo resided many years 
in New Orleans. 

We think we cmnot eerve our readers with 
anything more acceptable for Sunday morn- 
ing's paper. 

1ST If the Union and th« Constitution are 
preserred, it will certainly be an exhib tion of 
vitility unparolkled in the history of man- 
kind. There have been rebellious crushed 
and nations saved before now, and will be 
riir iin, but lb; iunoamental law at the oi In- 
break geucru!!y becomes wonderfully altered 
before the conclu«i->u. Our nbellioa is a 
kind of dcubie. There is one section warring 
outright rgsiust ttc Union, and a j arly in tbe 
I'nion warrice; apc.:ly against the Constitu- 
tion. They are both trea*0D^ble in itileut a«d 
botli dan^erctu. 

It is mortiiyiuK t> obftrvc how open'y those 
still MfcMpla%h(| the Uuion dafy and con- 
temn the provisions ef the instrument wliich 
s the charter npin wuic^ it i* fonne'ed. We

Thit catce 
iad vutuil has about as iitt!e loyaity to 
the Cour.itution iu tim a" cuM 
well be wo.-a. He is in 'avor of all tbe meas- 
ures condemned etta by thoe" ol his 0*n 
party as ucc .ftiiu'ional. He dot* net pre-, 
l.ud to loyalty to tbat instrument. He is 
loyal only to MM conception of his owe. He 
is but one of many. If the game was worth 
the candle, it would be very easy to cull out 
of the speeches, resolutions and writings of 
those now claiming a m^copely of ail 
the loyalty declarations tiS MMwt end 
rebellious to the Union as axy th«.t 
ever emanated from the lips at JtfTer- 
sou D tv : s or hk c^-rebeU. This kind of tiex- 
eon is popular and profitable in some quar- 
t-re, |MMM that of tLe Southornera was, and, 
like theirc, it v .LI iun its extreme MMJh l^e- 
for.- it is e:.dcd. An opposition to U is only 
U:; fiii as showing thai, the whole nr.ti-oa ).as 
not eaten of the ms^no root tbat lakes the 
reason prisoner. It. is proper, because i I fu- 
ture years, when the crisis is past, one should 
have seme prcol that he was mixed up in the 
schemes cf these men. It i» not worth mm L 
for any other WMpc— . All cf the learning 
and lofcic te chow thi apjnrent fuct that the 
pMHMt confi^citiou MB is unconstitutional is 
wasted. It will p-ss. If not this session, tbe 
next. If voiced now it will be approved here- 
after. It is the same with all other absurd 
mc-Jburee proposed. All that is necessary, 
il they MMMMJ enough denunciation and 
cruelty, U to keep juihicg at tbem, 
and ihc radicals will accept them, glory 
over them acd make much of their au- 
thors. Th» tide is running and we cm do 
notl Leg till the turn. Tbe natio:- must gorje 
will- this RwMMMJR] unnatural food, craved by 
the morbid apjietitt of an unhealthy conditiou, 
until it siekemt a'.d easts it up. The faster 
they go the mere speedilj' the country will 
get better. If expelling the conservatives 
from Congress woull do this it would 
do v ry little ac'ual harm; bat as 
they seem to bo in too smali a min- 
ority to affect anything either ote way or the 
other, they had an well remain. They are only 
a set of re c p.;ss'.ble and able men, we hope, 
commissioned to see how the radicals prc- 
p sc to destroy the Constitution, and not 
with any hope of beiDg able to retard or pre- 
vent iL 

The sirens vitality in the Union and Con- 
stitution will, probably, survive these as- 
saults, but be is much deceived who assumes 
or beiievas that that is nearly done. Much 
has to be suffered and borne before th.t happy 
l»eriod arrives.

There is a clause- of the Constitution which is 
the keystone of the arch, which provides that 
this Constitution and the laws made in pur- 
EU-rce thereof arc the supreme law of the 
hv.d, anything in the laws or Constitution ef 
any State to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Now, suppose the independence of the South 
is assented to, either voluntarily or of neces- 
sity, is not thi; clmsc of the Constitution 
MjflwM; and when it is done and acquiesced 
in, is not every State, of course, free? 

If the Constitution and laws are not the su- 
preme law iu every State, theu they are not 
the supreme law iu any. 

II the South gain her indepsndenee, it 
would seem to follow that all the States be- 
come independent; so that, on the part of the 
Federal Government, it is a contest for ex- 
istence at ai!^

Spotted Fever. 

During last and the present winter an epi- 
demic extraordinarily fatal has shown itself in 
diff;rent sections or at least five of the North- 
western Suites and in different parts of cur 
own 8; ate. 

It seems to puzzle the physicians both In 
IU classification and treatment, and excites 
amongst the people the greatest uneasiness 
and al-rns. 

It has been variously named. Ia some 
sections it is cilled "epidemic meningitis;" 
in others, M erysipelatous cerebro spinal 
meningitis;" still iu others, "spotted fever." 

The most intelligent of our physicians re- 
gard it as a dilitiitc disease, diff.riug in a few 
imp >r tan-. a:>..l I icnliil particulars from any 
disease described in tae bx>ks, yst^ re- 
f.:n:'..!i jg, iu the main, the reoogaiz.d ''epi- 
demic meningitis," which bus prevuiiei in 
many parts ol' Europe within the ltst cen- 
tury, m well M ia various teetious of our own 

e Jinttry. 

Bath ol the diseases are considered epi- 
demic, aud dependent upon meteorological 
ctuses. Both prevail mainly in the winter 
sr.asou, and seem to have a close coanection 
with rapid vicissitudes of weather. Extreme 
cold, suddenly followed by thaw, slush aud 
mud, is touni to favor their development. 

Epidemic meningitis is found to attack 
moaly the younger part of the communities, 
whilst spotted fever is indiscriminate iu its 
choice. The rich, tbe j>oor, the young and 
the old alike become it subjects. 

Both diseases seem to depend upon some 
morbid material generated within the system, 
which poisons the blood and mainly expends 
itself up^n the brain and spinal marrow; yet 
the peculiar poison or morbid material differ 
in tbe two diseases about as much as th..-* cf 
typhus and typhoid fever differ from each 
other. Neither disease has been proven con- 
tagious. 

* When this fever appears in a section of the 
country, persons several miles remote, who 
have not nursed or had any coanection with 
the nataM) scctn as Mil and are as fre- 
quently attacked as tho3e in immediate con- 
tact with it. 

Tne disease is gcucrally ushered in, without 
any previous indisposition, by a slight rhror or 
scries of rigorB, or by protracted chill follow- 
ed by more or less lever, severe pain in tbe 
head, most usually in the back of the head. 
Sometimes the pain is in c<ne cf the extremi- 
ties or some other part of the body; occa- 
sionally violent vomitiug of bile or depraved 
matter occurs, all followed in the course of 
four, ei^ht, twelve or twenty-four hours by 
delirium, or not unlrequenlly by total loss of 
consciousness. In nine tenths of the cases 
the head is drawn firmJy backwards or to one 
side. The pupils of the eye become dilated, 
often one moro than the other. 

I a a large number of the cases the extremi- 
ties become cold, whilst the back and head arc 
hot. 

in many instances death closes the scene 
within Irom twenty-four to sixty hours, whilst 
other cases linger much longer and then die; 
and btill others rally from the more threaten- 
ing features of the disease to pa-.s into a low 
irritation form of fever, and recover after an 
illness of forty or fifty days. 

The spots, which give to the disease its 
pojmlar name, appear within the first day or 
two of the attack. They are not always pres- 
ent, but in a sufficient proportion of the cases 
to justify the name. They are mo6t abundant 
on the face, neck and upper part of the chest; 
but show themeelv- s more sparsely on the 
other parts of the body. They vary in size 
from a mere point to half an inch or more in 
diameter. The color varies from livid to red. 
They are not more regular in form than in 
size or color. 

We have thought it proper to say thus much 
of this epidemic to give the people something 
of an idea of its nature, and prevent thtm 
from imagining every slight indisposition 
tbe-y may have is a veritable attack of this 
fearful epidemic. Should tkey be attacked 
in a mode resemblirg the ordinary sjmptoms 
of this disease, we arc assured the best they 
can do is to epply the most stimulating sub- 
fuciect?, as mustard, turpentine, red pepper, 
etc., to the back-bone, to the extremities, and, 
indeed, to the whole surface. Take a dose — 
say oue or two tableepoonfuls— of castor oil 
and forty or fifty drops of tuipcntine, and 
drink moderately of hot whisky or brandy 
toddy until they can get their medical ad- 
viser. 

f^r Boots and shoes are a luxury at the 
South. The Richmond Enquirer gives for 
the "benefit of posterity" the following 
schedule of prices charged at an establish 
ment in Richmond : 

For maki.nsr boots, $225; for footing boots, 
$140; for ordinary ct vairy boots. $2TtO; for 
gaiters, $110; for high lace shoes, $109; for Ox 
ford ties, $90; for fixing, half-soling and heel- 
ing boots, $02; lor half soling and heeling 
bo***, $20; ditto shoes, $18; for new gores to 
gaiters, $10; for half-solmg boots or shcee, 
$12; for ti s-eling do., $S If calf-skins are fur- 
nished, the e-b <rge will be for nuking" boots, 
$120; shoes, $00. Where it will not be possible 
to fill an order in the course of four weeks 
from the time it is taken, no price will be set, 
but the price will be fixed at the time of de- 
livery. 

In the same city flour is $200 a barrel, and 
barbers charge $1 for shaving and $2 for cut- 
ting hair. These prices indicate the extreme 
depreciation ol the rebel currency.

TUETENXKSSEE EXPEDITION— TDE C AITI BB OF 
GENERAL VANCE. 

[From the Richmond Examiner, January -JO.] 
Wc have some interesting particulars of the 
recent expedition of tbe North Carolina 
forces into Eist Tennessee, which terminated 
so disastrously, a&d resulted, among other 
misfortunes, in the capture of General Vance, 
who wa* in command, 

Gen. Vance cioes»d the Smoky Mountain at 
the bead of Lufty w ith about three hundred 
and fifty-live cavalry, two pi ces of artillery, 
aud one hundred aud fifty Indians. The force 
had great difficulty in crossing. The soldiers 
bad to take the horses out of the wagons to 
grt down tbe mountain over a perfect sheet 
of ice for three miles. After gettlrg to the 
foot, p*n of tbe ccmnaa-cd was left, while 
Gen. Vance, with about oae hundred and 
s'venty-flvc men, started to Seviervillo on a 
reconnoi6sance. When in about two mile?, 
he heard of a Yankee train of wagons b- irg 
there. Onr small force immediately charged 
and captured seventeen wagons, on*, hundred 
muks, and twenty sis prisoners. The enemy 
were then in four miles of our force, and Gen. 
Vane* at ence started out with the captured 
property. 

This was abnwt three p. m. The General 
thODght H was impossible to tret back over the 
Smoky Mountain, and endeavored to make hie 
way to Ike Cattaloocba Road, on the head of 
Cosby creek. He immediately dispatched to 
litems (who wks the senior ofhVcr in com- 
mand; to send Colonel Henrv, with the bal- 
ance of the command and artillery, by the 
read around tbe base of the mountain la meet 
him on Cosby. The force with General Vance 
traveled that night until 12 o'clock, when they 
found the road in their froct blockaded. They 
tben bad to lie by u-it 1 daylight, when tbev 
cnt cut the blockade, and reeched Cosby 
about one p. m.; but, Instead of finding Heart 
there, they found a dispatch from him saying 
that, upon cosnltatlon with Col. L. Thomas 
he bad concluded Ihe route was impracticable' 
and would Ml b :ck across the Smoky Moun- 
tain. 

So there was General Vance, with the cap- 
tured property, prisoue rs, &c ,and only abont 
one hundred and seventy- live meD. These 
had. not been on tbe cr*< k one hour before 
they wore ettaekai by a YaDkcs ctivalry force 
about four hundred stroog. Our command 
completely dfcpcreed, the property re- 
captured, half the men taken prisoners, amor.sr 
them funeral Veoeeeai a partwf his statf 
The light occurred on Thursday, the l8„h 
about 2::J0 p. m. - » 

Our men were perfectly panic stricken and 
made no tight at ulL The Genera! escaped 
Irom the house where he was and got across 
the creek, and was endeavoring to gee to the 
advance guard when he waa captured. The 
enemy did not, stop at al!, but d ished on to 
wards tbe front. 
One ot cur oilit-.-n in the aflair writes as 

follow: : 

•'We succeeded in rallying the men on 
little point, wtich was a 'splendid position, 
bat the meu were so frightened that they only 
stood one fire and broke. It was tbe worst 
stampt-de I ever saw or heard ol. Nearly 
every man lest Lis horse."

Ohio State Poraolo-ieul Society. 

The following account of the late meeting of 
this society, at Toledo, we find in the Coun- 
try Gentleman : 

The annual meeting of the Ohio State Po- 
mologicsl Society was held in onr city last 
week. It was well attended by leading po- 
mologists of Ohio and from the nei^hborioL' 
Statee. 

The exhibition of fruits, with the excaptio* 
of apples, was not what it should have been. 
But the great number of varieties, erd the 
admirable quality of the apples exhibited, 
did much to compensate for the paucity of 
other fruits on the tables. Northwestern 
Ohio may compete luccessfully with the 
world io beauty aotl inherent good qualities 
of tlrs most valuable Irnit. Other regions 
may grow them ol larger size, but in biirb 
flavor and color they are unsurpassed. Such, 
we think, was thejudgment of the best fruit- 
growers of the meeting. It was pleasant to 
witness the devotion aud enthusiasm of the 
fruit-growers present. For three day. and 
three nights (for they held long eves*'!ig ses- 
sions) the interest was kept up un- 
11 1 ugly, and when the time came 
for separation the members and visitors 
lingered like young lovers around the fruits 
auu wines, loth to separate from each other 
and Irom the scene of their devoted labors. 
Of fruit culturlsts preceut the grape-showers 
seemed to be most numerous, and it was plain 
to see that grapes and wines excited most in- 
terest. All of the third day was devoted to 
the vine and its products, and much uselni 
knowledge was imparted bv the experienced 
cultivators and wine-makers. The Catawba 
grape is most cultivated in the lake region for 
wi^e and tbe table. Oq the islands and the 
borders mt the lake it has ripened almost eve- 
ry year for twenty years. For the State gen- 
erally, the Delaware is preferred, as it ripons 
earlier. In the estimation of many it is held 
in higher esteem for eating and wine. It is 
thought to be less liable to rot and mildew, 
diseases which have so injured the Catawba in 
the southern part of the State as to have great- 
ly discouraged its growers in thit section. 
Laat season even Kelly's Island Catawbas 
suffered very considerably Irom these dis- 
eases. 

The Delaware was e* : -ienf ly the favorite of 
most of the members, tne Catawba having its 
chief advocates among the cultivators on the 
hlmds and shores of L ke Erie. 

Of the new grspes, the Adirondac, Allen's 
Hybrid and Rcger's Hybrids, numbers thrje 
and fifteen, were recommended by expe- 
rienced cultivators as promising well. 

On the sarject of climate, the opinion 
seemed unanimous that the islands and shores 
cf Like Erie possessed in the highest degree 
the requisites for the production of the best 
gnpes and the most certain crops. 

The sell recommended by experienced cul- 
tivators was one of clay, well underdrained. 
The peculiar expesure seemed little cared for, 
though an eastern slope was recommended by 
some of the members as best for vineyards. 

I was surprised at what I learned at this 
meeting, of tbe rapid extension ot vine cul- 
ture on the islands and along the south shorts 
of the lake, and especially about Sandusky 
and westward. Uur dreds, I might perhaps 
eay thousands, of acres are being put into 
vineyards. It is not prematu e to predict that 
the whole shore from Cleveland to Detroit 
will, at no distant day, bo characterized as a 
vine-chad border. It pr mises to become the 
central district of the great plain lor the pro- 
duction ol the grape and tbe manufacture of 
wine. The soil is not less adapted to the 
growth of the best wine-producing grape than 
the climate. The experience or twenty years 
has proved the adaptation ot both in an emi- 
nent degree.

Cheese Making.— At a cheese convention 
recently held in Western New York, several 
members of the convention expressed a wish 
to hear Mr. Bartlett, a very successful cheese- 
maker, repeat the details ot his process of 
manufacture. Having consented, he said : 

As soon as tbe milk was received at tight 
and drawn into the rat, a stream of cold water 
shouid be admitted to cool it if the weather is 
warm; agitate while cooling. When cool°d 
below 70 degrees, leave it, Ia the morning 
first mix the cream wiih the milk, then add 
th; morning's milk. Apply heat until the 
temperature is raised to about 82 degrees— 
in cool weather higher. Now add the color- 
ing matter, and then the rennet in suffl-lcut 
quantity to produce coagulation in from 40 to 
60 minutes. The milk is now kept agitaud 
until coagulation commences; tben left qoiet. 
Wnen the curd is snfflciently fixed, divide as 
quickly and with as llLtlc agitation as possible; 
a« 6Con as this is done add fi to 8 degrees oi 
heat; after workiag the curd a while at this 
temperature, let it stand and settle; then re- 
move portions of the whey; now break up tfce 
curd carefully with the hands. Tnen add 
heat to 90 or 118 degrees, work the curd at this 
temp.rature until it will not pack together. 
Should it still pack together raise the tem- 
perature a little, seldom ever higher than 100 
degrees. Cover up and examine once in a 
while to 6ee if the curd is done. When done 
dip it on to the draiuing-sink, and 
salt. A common rule is two and 
seven-testbs pounds of salt to one hundred 
of cured or solid, cheese. After adding the salt 
to the curd, remove it to the pressing room and 
dip it into the hoops, and press gent'y at lir*t; 
usually let it stand a few minutes before at - 
plying any pressure. Would not apply very 
great pressure till after tbe cheese was turn- 
ed. When fit to handle, take it from the prets, 
turn and bandage, return to the press again, 
and apply strong pressure until the next day. 
He ruobed the cheese o'-er with whey oil 
when taken from the press, and continued to 
turn and rub them every day until thev are 
well cured. Should they tho w signs of "dry- 
nees, another coat of oil was given them. 

He prepared the rennets by soaking in 
water with a plenty of salt added. Consid- 
ered it absolutely necessary that the calf 
should be five days old— ten days is better — 
should have full meals regularly until 10 to 
IS hours betorc being killed. Take the ren- 
net out, turn and salt it, then tarn it back and 
salt it. Lay it in a pickle till thoroughly 
pickled; then dry it and keep it dry. 

Wc have detailed more of Mr. Bartlett's re- 
marks than any other gentleman, because he 
appears to know what he is talking about, as 
well as to be a man of excellent practical 
sense and experience; also because be occu- 
pied more time of the convention than any 
one else, owing, I suppose, to the severe cate- 
chising which he had to undergo. Hie sug- 
gestions are worthy the attention of all manu- 
lacturers who' heard him speak. It was well 
observed that the art of cheese-making could 
not be reduced to a set of rules. Good judg- 
ment, observation, and practice were always 
necessary to success in this business.

steamer D. G. Taylor, lying at the city wharf, 
at the foot of Third street, was discovered to 
be on fire. The alarm was given, and 
the engines were at the scene in a 
ment6, they were uuable to check ti 
which had gained great headway. The fire orig' 
mated in the oil-room of the Taylor, and was 
either the work of an incendiary, or caused by 
the carelessness of the watchman, who was in 
the oil-room but a short time before the alarm 
of fire was given. In a few moments after the 
alarm was given the Taylor was wrapped In 
one sheet of flimcs, which rushed from the 
stern to the bow of the boat, making a crack- 
ling noise, and casting a light through the 
whole city that for squares a peree 
to pick up a pin. The flames coi 
to the little tow boat R. E. Lee, lying 
just above the Taylor, and in a short 
time she became a victim to the fiery 
clement. Just above the Lee were lying 
the Convoy No. 2, Miller, and several 
other steamers, the destruction of which for a 
time seemed inevitable; and at one time the 
Convoy No. 2 was on fire, but owing to the 
exertions of her crew she was saved from 
destruction. It was now cvdenti that the R. E. 
Lee could not be saved, and the lines which 
held her to the shore were cut in order to 
save the boats lying above. A? soon as the 
lines were pirted, the boat drifted down the 
river, until reaching a point opposite Fifth 
street, where she lodged on a sunken flitboat 
a <d continued to burn until the flames reached 
the water's edge, and she row lies there one 
mass of black cinders, which is all that is left 
ef the steamer which was lately gliding 
along the placid bosom of the beautiful Ohio. 
The burning boat, as she drifted down the 
river, presented a magnificent scene, lighting 
up the entire falls, and giving to the view of 
the beholder a panorama seldom witnessed 

The D. G. Tajlor a few days since came up 
over the falls for the purpose of loading with 
commissary stores for the Government, and 
had taken cn board some 700 tune, consist irg 
chiefly of pork and bacon, which was to be 
delivered at the port of Nashville. The D. G. 
Taylor was built in 1855, and was conse- 
quelly in her ninth year. She was owned in 
St. Louis by Captains Floyd Lcgan, Walter 
Carter, Theodore Bull and Isaac Bensen field. 
She was valued at $32,(00, and insured in 
offices in St. Louis for $10, COO. The boat is a 
total loss, but her careo will be saved in a 
damaged condition. The books of the boat 
and what money was in the office, $3,200 iu 
"greenbacks," was destroyed, as also a Gov- 
ernmeut voucher for $5,000. On Thursday 
evening Cap.alu Logan went to the office of 
the Commif6aiy to collect a bill of $">,000, and 
was offered the money, but wishing to send it 
to St. Louis, he took a voucher in place of the 
money, and by that he will save §5,000 which 
he would otherwise have lest. 

The R. I Lee was a small towboat,and was» 
we believe , in her third year. She was built 
in Pittsburg, and was owned by Capt. David 
H. Rhodes, of that city, and valued at $20,000, 
with no insurance. She was a total loss. 

The line new steamer General Lytic had just 
arrived about one hour before, and at the time 
of the acciuent her fires were cot extinguish- 
ed, and the boat was immediately backed out of 
danger. Had the fire occurred at a later hour, 
the Lytic would no doubt have fallen a victim 
to the fiery element. Had it not been for the 
almost superhuman efforts ol the crews of 
the different boats the entire shipping at the 
levee would have been destroyed. 

the disaster yet remains to be told. The offi 
cers and crew of the boatB were all asleep at 
the time ol the alarm of the fire, and those 
who escaped did so merely with their lives, 
leaving all their valuablea and clothing. At 
the time the little towboat, R. E. Lee, was 
cut loose, Capt. Rhodes, her owner, and Geo 
A. James, the engineer, both residents of Ma. 
burg, and a third party, whose name we were 
uuable to learn, were aboard, not 
having had time to get off. As the 
in one sheet of fire, 
persons 
to jump overboard 
for the shore, since which Urns they 
>een heard of, and but little doubt 
exists that in endeavoring to escape from the 
awful death of buruing thty found a watery 
grave in the Ohio. A negro boy, whose name 
we did not learn, is misting from the D. G 
Taylor and it is supposed that he is also 
drowned, thus making four lives which have 
no doubt been lost by this dreadful catas 
trophe. In addition to this, two other persons 
employed on one of the boats as hands, are 
reported lost. 

Upon the D. G. Taylor there were some 
thirty or forty persons asleep, a number of 
whom made their escape. The fire spread 
with such fearful rapidity that a number of 
persons were compelled to leap from the burn 
ing boat into the river, all of whom succeed- 
ed in reaching the shore. The chambermaid, 
upon being awakened by the fire, rushed to 
the hurricane-deck, where 6he stood motion- 
leas, so terrified was she at what was going 
on. The flames were rapidly closing arcund 
her, and persons on the wharf shouted to her 
to jump overboard, but she was so frightened 
that she heard no one. One man among the 
crowd rushed aboard of the boat, gained the 
deck, and, ieizing the woman in his arms, in a 
moment, amid the shouts of the crowd, landed 
her safe on the shore.

During lh>? month of September, 18N, tba 
city of Louisville brought suU ag-.ics*. W. J. 
Gray, J. H. Davis, William White, Klisha Met- 
calf and 8tephen M. Woodemall, the securi- 
ties ofG. T. May, who was railroad and 
water Tax Cellector fcr the Eastern District, 
for $5,152 48, the amoimt said May fell short 
in his settlement with the City Auditor. 

The plaintiff's petition states that on the 
6th day of April, 1801, G. T. May Wis elected 
City Tax Collector, and that he, with W. N. 
Haldeman, W. J. Gray, J. H. mvif, William 
White, Elisha Metcalfe and Stephen M. Wood- 
sman, as securities, executed a penal boud to 
the city (upon which bond the name of David 
Ross also appeared) in the sum of $20,000, 
that said May discharge the duties of bis office 
faithfully, and in accordance with the charter 
of the city. A bond was also executed in 
like 6um that said May discharge the duties 
of Water Tax Collector, for wh'ch office he 
was also elected. The petition also stated 
that in his settlement the said May fell short 
$5,152 48, for which amount tho city prayed 
judgment. 

The only parties upon whom the summons 
was first executed were G. T. May and W. J. 
Gray, against whom judgment wis rendered 
in fsvor of the city in Jane, lSoU, for 
$3,953 48. 

In November, 1803, White, D wis and Wood 
small filed an answer to the plaintiff's peti- 
tion through their counsel, Cnuj and Elliott, 
in which the y 6tatcd that by the terms and 
requirements of the charter and ordinances, 
the bond executed had to be approved by the 
Council before it was binding. Defendants 
aver that the bond with their names and W. 
N. Haldeman, W. J. Gray and Elisha Metcalfe, 
which were to be the only securities, was 
never approved by the Council. There were 
numerous other points in the answer of de- 
fendants which we have not space or time to 
enumerate at present. As the bond was 
not approved, the defendants claimed that 
they were not responsible. 

A large number of witnesses were < xaniincd 
to prove the allegations set forth in both 
petition and the answer. The principal point 
upon which the defendants relied was that 
the name of David Hoss had been adied to 
the bond before it wa3 approved by the Coun 
cil without their knowledge or consent. The 
Judge gave the following instructions to the 
jury:
